ARRL has filed a "Request for Agency Action" with the FCC for relief of restrictions 
On amateur use of the 160 Meter Band. Geographic restrictions on power input and, 

in some cases, complete prohibition from certain segments of 1,8-: 2.0 MHz, have exited 
due to the shared nature of the band with LORAN-A radionavigation transmitters. Since 
LORAN-A's life is almost over, the League has suggested FCC could merely delete the 
restrictions as soon as LORAN-A has ceased to function. It is assumed this would pro- 
vide the entire 160 Meter band for all parts of the U.S. and its possessions, with ap- 
parently no power restrictions, etc.
